O So far, eight Canadian cities have expressed interest in 2015 women’s soccer event to be broadcast worldwide 


Co-hosting the 2015 FIFA Women’s World 
Cup would “mend our fences” broken 
when Halifax dropped the Commonwealth 
Games bid, says Coun. Sue Uteck. 

Yesterday, Grant MacDonald with Events 
Nova Scotia recommended Halifax regional 
council drop its bid for the women’s soccer 


event because of tight deadlines. 

It was unintentional, but it worked like 
reverse psychology. 

“We can’t afford to lose this,” said Coun. 
Darren Fisher, who moved to go ahead 
with the bid and expedite the process. 
Council approved his motion. 


There are eight countries who have 
shown interest in hosting. If Canada wins 
the bid in March, the Canadian Soccer As¬ 
sociation will have a year to pick six cities. 

Each city will host a pool — seven games 
and 10 competition days. 

“It’s basically darned good odds,” said 


Fisher. “We have a crack at this.” 

But other councillors were worried 
about tight budget and timing constraints. 
Cities must pay a $25,000 bid support fee 
by Dec. 24 and Halifax would need to com¬ 
mit to a 20,000-seat stadium as the bid pro¬ 
gresses. • JENNIFER TAPLIN

Ross report looms 
large in health plan 


© No closures according to the NDP, 
but emergency rooms will change 
to fit community needs 



Premier Darrell Dexter and 
Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald unveiled the 
province’s long-awaited 
health-care strategy yester¬ 
day. 

The plan, dubbed Better 
Care Sooner, also serves as a 
response to Dr. John Ross’s 
report on emergency care 
in the province, released in 
October. 

The plan focuses on five 
points: improving access to 
health-care professionals, 
streamlining emergency 
care, providing better care 
for seniors and the mental¬ 
ly ill, increasing public use 
of the 811 nurse-line serv¬ 
ice, and changing the fund¬ 
ing model for health care. 

These five points incor¬ 
porate all 26 of Ross’s rec¬ 
ommendations, which are

slated to be phased in from 
now through 2014. Some 
have already been imple¬ 
mented; 18 are scheduled 
for 2011. 

Responding to opposi¬ 
tion criticism, MacDonald 
maintained no rural emer¬ 
gency rooms will close un¬ 
der the plan. 

“The commitment is to 
create collaborative emer¬ 
gency centres which will be 
open 24-7 and staffed ap¬ 
propriately for the commu¬ 
nity’s use,” said MacDonald. 



Opposition blasts province’s ER strategy 


Under the NDP’s Better 
Care Sooner health-care 
plan, an undisclosed num¬ 
ber of rural emergency 
rooms will be tweaked to 
become “collaborative 
emergency centres.” 

These centres, accord¬ 
ing the Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald, will 
be tailor-made to fit the 
needs of the communities 
they serve. 

For instance, according 
to MacDonald, it may be 
that with some additional 


training, a facility’s nurs¬ 
ing staff could handle 
non-critical emergencies. 
With additional training, 
as well as innovative sup¬ 
port such as the “doc-in-a- 
box” method of remote 
treatment, those nurses 
could perform some tasks 
traditionally performed 
by ER doctors. 

“What we’re talking 
about is a lot of flexibility 
built into the system,” she 
said. 

That still means limit-

gency rooms, according to 


Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil. 

“Emergency rooms are 
going to close across the 
province.

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Reduction 
in curbside 
garbage 
bags? 

You could soon be allowed 
fewer garbage bags 
curbside. 

Halifax regional council 
passed a motion yesterday 
to, in principle, amend the 
bylaw for garbage 
collection in hopes it will 
lead to more recycling and 
composting. This would 
mean a reduction in the 
number of bags for weekly 
pickup to four from six. 

The last garbage bag lim¬ 
it drop was to six from 10 
three years ago. The munic¬ 
ipality says a recent waste 
audit shows 30 per cent of 
garbage picked up curbside 
should be composted or re¬ 
cycled. The number jumps 
to 50 per cent for 
apartments and businesses. 
The public will have a 
chance to weigh in on any 
changes before a final vote 
is taken, an HRM release 
says. ©METRO 


Report 
on man’s 
death due 
today 

Three years after Howard 
Hyde died in a Dartmouth 
jail cell, a provincial court 
judge will release an 
inquiiy report today that is 
expected to recommend 
far-reaching changes to the 
way police, corrections and 
health authorities deal 
with the mentally ill. 

The 11-month probe, led 
by Judge Anne Derrick, was 
the longest fatality inquiiy 
in Nova Scotia’s histoiy. 

During the hearings, 
which wrapped up in June, 
Derrick learned Hyde was a 
45-year-old musician from 
Dartmouth who had long 
taken medications to cope 
with schizophrenia. 

But on the night of Nov. 
21, 2007, something went 
terribly wrong. 

Hyde’s common-law 
wife, Karen Ellet, called a 
crisis hotline to complain 
he had assaulted her while 
in a psychotic state. 

Police were dispatched 
and Hyde was arrested, but 
not before Ellet told them 
her husband had not been 
taking his medication and 
required psychiatric help. 

Despite her plea, Hyde 
was never given help. The 
inquiiy heard from multi¬ 
ple witnesses who testified 
that a psychiatric 
assessment would have 
helped the man, but a 
series of snafus, misunder¬ 
standings and overlapping 
jurisdictions got in the

Macintosh is charged 
with five counts of gross in¬ 
decency and five of inde¬ 
cent assault in the 
judge-only trial at Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court in Port 
Hawkesbury. 

The 67-year-old man was 
convicted in July in a sepa¬ 
rate case of 13 counts of in¬ 
decent assault and gross 
indecency, the Canadian press

HRM and the province 
have agreed on some com¬ 
ponents for the proposed 
convention centre, but 
not the property tax issue. 

Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil spent another two 
hours in a secret meeting 
yesterday to hash out an¬ 
other response from the 
province. 

“For the most part 
we’re fairly close on 
things. There are a few is¬ 
sues that are still in nego¬ 
tiations, but by far we 


have made some agreed- 
upon points,” Mayor Peter 
Kelly said after the meet¬ 
ing ended. 

The two sides are com¬ 
ing to terms with the 
$ 159-million project, with 
no commitment yet from 
the federal government. 
The province asked HRM 
to exempt the convention 
centre from paying prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

“We want to ensure it’s 
a deal that’s fair to our 
taxpayers, which happens 
to be their taxpayers as 
well,” Kelly said. “We’re 
asking for an equal part¬ 
nership and ... we are 


looking for them to ac¬ 
knowledge that equal 
partnership.” 

Kelly added the bene¬ 
fits of the project should 
be evenly split. 

“There is a movement 
back and forth. We’re not 
there yet, but we’re striv¬ 
ing to negotiate and move 
forward.” 

HRM council voted 22-2 
to support the project ear¬ 
ly last month and has 
been negotiating in pri¬ 
vate ever since.

O Nearly 20 countries to stay away from Friday Peace 
Prize ceremony O Clear signal of pressure, officials say 



At least 19 countries will 
not attend this year’s No¬ 
bel Peace Prize ceremony 
honouring jailed Chinese 
dissident Liu Xiaobo, offi¬ 
cials confirmed yesterday. 

It was the clearest signal 
yet that the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment, furious at inter¬ 
national recognition for its 
No. 1 jailed dissident, is 
hard at work trying to sab¬ 
otage Friday’s ceremony. 

The Nobel committee is 
honouring Liu as China’s 
“foremost symbol” of hu¬ 
man rights. 

The Chinese govern¬ 
ment, however, calls him 
“a criminal” for tiying to 
promote democracy in 
China. 

Nobel secretaiy Geir 
Lundestad said in a tele¬ 
phone interview that he 
could not recall a higher 
number of countries “un¬ 
able to attend” during his 
20 years at the Nobel Foun¬ 
dation — saying it might 
be “the highest” number 
ever. 

He said not all 19 on the 
absentee list could be di¬ 
rectly attributable to Chi¬ 
nese pressure. 

Lundestad stressed that 
nothing would put a 
damper on Friday’s festivi¬ 
ties — even the fact that 


neither Liu Xiaobo, nor 
wife Liu Xia, nor any fami¬ 
ly member would be al¬ 
lowed by the Chinese 
government to attend. 

Liu is serving an 11-year 
term for allegedly tiying to 
overthrow the state, while 
his wife has been placed 
under a form of house ar¬ 
rest in Beijing. 

In Beijing, meanwhile, a 
government spokesperson 
called the Nobel Peace 
Prize committee “clowns,” 


and declared their “inter¬ 
ference” in China’s inter¬ 
nal affairs would not 
change China. 

“We are against any¬ 
body making an issue out 
of Liu Xiaobo,” foreign 
ministry spokesperson 
Jiang Yu told reporters. 

At the same time, China 
has cobbled together its 
own “Confucius Peace 
Prize” and plans to 
award it tomorrow.

Martial law ruled Toronto 
during the G20 summit af¬ 
ter Ontario secretly gave po¬ 
lice wartime powers, 
resulting in a mass viola¬ 
tion of civil rights unprece¬ 
dented in Canada, the 
provincial watchdog said 
yesterday. 

The deliberate misinfor¬ 
mation on a revamped Sec¬ 
ond World War regulation 
led people to wrongly be¬ 
lieve police had the power 
to demand identification 
and detain anyone coming 
within five metres of the se¬ 
curity fence. 

The law applied only to 
people entering the zone. 

It should have been five- 
kilometre rule given police 
were stopping and search¬ 
ing people far from the 
fences in the city core, om¬ 
budsman Andre Marin said 
in releasing the results of 
his probe into the contro¬ 


versial law. 

The more than 1,000 ar¬ 
rests and illegal detention 
of hundreds, or even thou¬ 
sands, of others during the 
June summit was a “mass 
violation of civil rights,” 
said Marin.

Women are treated like 
commodities in polyga¬ 
mous societies and their 
economic freedoms are re¬ 
duced. 

That’s the opinion of 
economist Shoshana Gross- 
bard who testified at B.C. 
Supreme Court yesterday 
in a case to determine 
whether the country’s 
polygamy laws are consti¬ 
tutional. 

Grossbard, who has 
studied the economic ef¬ 
fects of polygamy in other 
countries, testified that 
there will be increased dis¬ 
parity between husbands 
and wives if Canada were 
to legalize polygamy. 

“In the cultures and so¬ 
cieties worldwide that

law in the country is 
constitutionally valid. 

have embraced it, 
polygamy is associated 
with undesirable econom¬ 
ic, societal, physical and 
emotional factors related 
to women’s well-being,” 
Grossbard said yesterday. 

The natural economic 
consequence of polygamy 
should be increased mar¬ 
ket value for women, since 
multiple wives are highly 
desirable. But in these soci¬ 
eties, husbands can simply 
divorce the wives they 


don’t want, so women 
don’t actually have control 
over their value. 

Grossbard was a witness 
for the Christian Legal Fel¬ 
lowship, an organization 
that has legal standing in 
the reference case that has 
involved nearly a dozen in- 
tervenors and organiza¬ 
tions. 

There are nearly 800 be¬ 
lievers of the Fundamental¬ 
ist Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints living 
in the interior of B.C. in 
two separate factions un¬ 
der two feuding leaders, 
Winston Blaclcmore and 
James Oler.

Canada’s economy is tak¬ 
ing a battering from the 
high dollar combined with 
low productivity and still 
needs the stimulus of low 
interest rates, the Bank of 
Canada says. In a previous¬ 
ly telegraphed move, the 
central bank announced 
yesterday it will keep its 
trendsetting interest rate at 
one per cent until next year 
— and likely much longer. 
But analysts focused on the 
accompanying statement 
from governor Mark Car¬ 
ney, which conceded that 
both the Canadian and 
global recoveries are strug¬ 
gling under stiffening 
headwinds of risk, as a sig¬ 
nal of future intentions.

The founder of WikiLeaks, 
the man who embarrassed 
heads of state around the 
world by leaking thousands 
of messages written by U.S.

The 
more you read about the alleged 
sexual molestation case against 
the 39-year-old Aussie, the more 
you have to wonder if he’s being 
set up for tattling on the world. 

Accounts in Newsweek, the 
Daily Mail, AOL News, etc., make 
it clear he’s not being held on 
rape charges, but something 
called “sex by surprise,” and one 


of the women allegedly surprised 
by sex bought breakfast after the 
alleged surprise.

To some it’s just a bunch 
of bird pictures. To others, 
John James Audubon’s 
Birds Of America is a rare 
blend of art, natural histo- 
ly and craftsmanship, 
unique enough to sell for 
more than $10 million US 
at a London auction 
yesterday — making it the 
world’s most expensive 
printed book. 

Some of the world’s 
wealthiest book collectors 
had been anticipating the 
auction for months: It rep¬ 
resents a chance to own 
one of the best preserved 
editions of Audubon’s 
19th-centuiy masterpiece, 
with its 435 hand- 
coloured illustrations. 

The book sold for 


$10,270,000 at a Sotheby’s 
auction to an anonymous 
collector bidding by tele¬ 
phone, the auction house 
said. 

While the Audubon vol¬ 
ume holds the record for a 
printed book, a 72-page 
notebook of Leonardo da 
Vinci’s handwritten notes 
and illustrations went for 
even more. Known as the 
Leicester Codex, the 


collection was bought by 
Bill Gates in 1994 for $31 
million. 

Each individual picture 
in Birds Of America is so 
valuable there have been 
some fears the volume 
could be broken up and 
sold as 435 separate works 
of art. Experts believe that 
unlikely: The tome is 
probably more valuable

O American Holiday Wreath Bread 
fuses taste, tradition and culture 


Whether they call it bab- 
lca, stollen, panettone, 
king cake, cozonac, 
lcringle or challah, people 
around the world use rich, 
festive breads to celebrate 
holidays. 

These breads can be 
glazed, sugared, topped 
with streusel or nuts, or 
decorated with candied 
fruits. They may be braid¬ 
ed or woven, logs or 
loaves. But whatever their 
shape or seasoning, they 
always seem to taste of cel¬ 
ebration and joy. 


Ingredients: 

Dough 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) water 

• Hearty pinch saffron 
threads, crushed 

• 500 ml (2 cups) milk

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) vegetable

• 2 l (8 cups) bread flour

3 Add raisins, cranberries, 
hazelnuts and ginger, 
then knead untilincor- 
porated. Cover bowl 


with plastic wrap and al¬ 
low to rest for 2 hours. 
The dough also can be 
placed in the refrigera¬ 
tor and allowed to rest 
overnight. Shortly 
before dough has 
finished resting, make 
cream cheese filling and 
streusel topping. 

Filling: In a large bowl, 
use an electric mixer to 
cream together cream 
cheese and sugar until 
well combined and 
lump-free. Add egg and 
lemon zest and mix until 
smooth. Set aside. 

Streusel Topping: In a 
medium bowl, combine 
both sugars, flour, cin¬ 
namon and salt.

O With the most fitting name in the industry, Mr. Food 
has become an icon under the culinary radar 


It's hard to imagine, but 
Art Ginsburg has spent 30 
years quietly turning him¬ 
self into an unlikely food 
celebrity, an icon with a 
multimillion-dollar brand, 
all under the radar of the 
culinary elite. 

And he wouldn't have it 
any other way. 

Ginsburg is Mr. Food. In 
classic white chef's hat, 
he's the guy who goes: 
“Ooh, it's so good!” as he 
shows off quick and easy 
meals in 90-second seg¬ 
ments on local TV shows 
around the countiy. 

He has 51 cookbooks, 
kitchen gadgets, electron¬ 
ics. He's looking into a nu¬ 
trition bar and an iPhone 
app. 

He's friendly and fun - 
even off camera. 

“I could have been 
called Mr. Cucumber the 
rest of my life,” Ginsburg 
joked. “Or Mr. Pot and Pan. 
Mr. Food is better.” 


His company won't dis¬ 
close his worth but said 
the brand brings in mil¬ 
lions every year, including 
revenue from a recipe- 
based website, Mr 
food.com, that gets 10,000 
to 14,000 new subscribers 
each week. 

So why don't foodies 
know Mr. Food? 

For one thing, Ginsburg 
regularly uses packaged 
products while top chefs 
bust a gut cooking from 
scratch with the best in¬ 
gredients grown locally, 
said Tanya Steel, editor-in- 
chief ofEpicurious.com. 

Secondly, Mr. Food's 
syndicated segments are 
featured on local news 
shows, just like the local 
weather and sports. 

“That audience (local 
news) has gotten smaller 
and older. Maybe that's 
why he's not as well 
known in regular food cir¬ 
cles as perhaps he would 


like,” Steel said. 

In 2007, Ginsburg's pop¬ 
ularity peaked at 168 sta¬ 
tions, but advertising 
dollars for local program¬ 
ming faltered. After a brief 
dip to just over 100, these 
days he's back up to 125- 
plus stations around the 
United States. 

Ginsburg grew up in the 
meat business, ran a cater¬ 
ing company and started 
appearing on television in 
the early '70s on the show 
of a friend. His Mr. Food vi¬ 
gnettes were syndicated in 
nine television markets by 
1980. “He's nationally rec¬ 
ognized but locally em¬ 
braced,” said Howard 
Rosenthal, Ginsburg's 
right hand man as vice- 
president of Ginsburg En¬ 
terprises. “Eveiybody 
thinks he's local. So that 
trust and feeling of con¬ 
necting with him, he's like 
everyone's favourite un¬ 
cle.”

most half of his usual 
salary. When Russo re¬ 
fused, his salaiy was still 
reduced. 

Russo responded by re¬ 
taining a lawyer, who 
wrote to the company to 
complain. 

When a substantial pay 
cut is imposed by a compa¬ 
ny, employees typically 
think in terms of “con¬ 
structive dismissal,” which 
permits them to leave and 
then sue for severance. 

Here, however, Russo’s 
lawyer confirmed that Rus¬ 
so did not accept the 
change to his compensa¬ 
tion but instead of leaving, 
he was going to stay and 
sue for the difference in 
pay. 

Russo and his lawyer hit 


upon something big in the 
case. 

At a recent trial, the 
company attempted to de¬ 
feat Russo’s claim by argu¬ 
ing that having stayed on 
with the company after 
the change to his pay, Rus¬ 
so had effectively con¬ 
doned that change. 

However, Russo’s 

lawyer argued that his 
client made it clear that he 
was not accepting the 
change and that by staying 
at work while he sued, he 
was simply tiying to mini¬ 
mize any losses he had suf¬ 
fered. 

The court agreed with 
Russo and awarded him 
the difference in the pay 
he would have earned had 
his salary not been cut. 


Allowing Russo to re¬ 
main and work, despite his 
protests, was actually the 
very evidence that Russo 
needed to make out his 
claim. 

What does this case 
mean for Canadian work¬ 
places? Employees are em¬ 
powered to reject real 
changes to their jobs since, 
even in a tough economy, 
employers cannot simply 
force significant pay cuts 
or adverse working condi¬ 
tions on their employees. 

Importantly, in light of 
this case, employees do 
not even need to leave 
work and go to court in or¬ 
der to protest these types 
of changes. 

One strategy is now to 
stay and sue for damages.

How to become a

O For some people, YouTube has been a fast ticket to fame — and even 
fortune © Viral veterans share their tricks for getting subscribers 


There’s a subculture of 
web users who speak rev¬ 
erentially about the work 
of RayWilliamJohnson, 
ShayCarl, or MysteryGui- 
tarMan. 

They may not be house¬ 
hold names, but Internet 
famous? Definitely. 

A roomful of YouTube 
auteurs aspiring to the 
same status gathered last 
week at Google’s Toronto 
office to trade tips on how 
to hit it big on the web’s 
most popular video site. 

Corey Vidal says getting 
a million hits on YouTube 
was tough but getting 50 
million was actually much 
easier. 

And while the 23-year- 
old Oakville, Ont., native 


doesn’t think he’s neces¬ 
sarily cracked the code to 
YouTube fame and for¬ 
tune, he has quit his job to 
become an online video 
pro. 

“My advice is just keep 
going, don’t get lazy, don’t 
give up, don’t get discour¬ 
aged if things aren’t work¬ 
ing,” Vidal said during a 
panel discussion. 

Vidal, known as Ap- 
prenticeA, first posted to 
YouTube to share a video 
with a friend, and didn’t 
expect anyone else would 
see it — a fairly common 
story among users who 
had videos go viral. 

It took a couple years of 
faithfully posting videos — 
“not too serious. I find peo¬ 


ple go to YouTube to laugh, 
not to cry,” is how he de¬ 
scribes his style — until Vi¬ 
dal got his big moment, 
and was featured on 
YouTube’s front page. 

“It was like winning the 
lottery. It was this fun 
thing and now — bam! — 
life completely changed 
forever. Everything has 
been different,” he said. 

“In the past two years 
it’s actually been enough 
for me to do it full time 
and quit my job. In the 
past year I’ve now started a 
company, hired employees 
and produce videos on an 
ongoing basis with my pro¬ 
duction crew. And I’m now 
working with sponsors 
and advertisers and 


brands.” 

Also speaking was user 
FLuffeeTallcs - he prefers 
not to go by his real name 
— who has nearly half a 
million subscribers and al¬ 
most 94 million views. 

He recommended that 
newer users not get dis¬ 
couraged by the nasty 
cesspool that is YouTube’s 
comment section. 

“If you have haters, 
that’s when you know 
you’re starting to get popu¬ 
lar,” he said. 

“If people care about 
you enough to leave hate¬ 
ful comments and try to 
make you feel bad about 
yourself, then obviously 
(you’ve made it).”

What higher management 
giveth, it can taketh away. 
When your overlings re¬ 
voke that promotion and 
dump you back onto the 
factoiy floor, the reverse 
vertigo can leave you feel¬ 
ing like a token trapped in 
the company’s game of 
Chutes and Ladders. 

The temptation for 
most corporate climbers 
who take a job title tumble 
is to hop up, dust off, and 
dive back in as if nothing 
ever happened. 

But if you’d truly like to 
bounce back, career coun¬ 
sellors warn, you ought to 
first seek a sanctuary 
where you can vent frus¬ 
trations. 

“You need to have a sup¬ 
port system outside of 
work where you can ex¬ 


press how you feel 
so you’re not holding 
it in,” says Barbara 
Franlcel, a career coach in 
New York. 

“After you’ve gotten out 
your true anger related to 
the situation, express it to 
your boss where it’s at the 
level of disappointment. 

“You can say, ‘You 
know, I’m not happy about 
this. I really enjoyed and 
preferred that other job.’” 

Once you’ve gathered a 
clear head, don’t be afraid 
to drive a hard bargain. 

“Most people start to 
feel like a chess piece, like 
the company is just mov¬ 
ing them around, so they 
don’t step up and negoti¬ 
ate,” Franlcel says. 

“You need to enlist your 
boss, and talk about what’s 
possible from here.” 

“ft may be that your 
company doesn’t see you 


as a big contributor and 
this could be an opportuni¬ 
ty to step up,” she adds. 

If there’s no possible 
way to view your demo¬ 
tion as an opportunity, it 
can always be an opportu¬ 
nity to leave. 

“No one’s got a gun to 
your head, forcing you to 
accept the situation,” of¬ 
fers Maggie Mistal, host of 
Sirius Radio’s Making a 
Living. “It’s still a choice 
you’re making.” 

Whatever you decide, 
make it deliberate, she 
suggests. And don’t feel 
like you have to bum stay 
in a degrading post to keep 
your resume in tact. 

“If the resentment is 
that bad, keep job hunting 
and going for the job 
you’re geared towards,” 
Mistal says. “You can al¬ 
ways justify that to a fu¬ 
ture employer.

Why Expert Predictions Fail - 
and Why We Believe Them Anyway

As a species, us human 
folk respond very poorly to 
uncertainty. 

Just think about how we 
look to weather readers for 
forecasts, and how often 
their predictions aren’t ex¬ 
actly accurate. 

According to author 
Dan Gardner, people look 
to experts to help set their 
expectations so that they 
can be prepared for what’s 
to come. 

The problem, however, 
is that these experts are 
rarely on the mark. In fact, 
not even close. 

In Gardner’s book, Fu¬ 
ture Babble, he references 
how Brill’s magazine 
“compared the predictions 
of famous American pun¬ 
dits to a Chimpanzee 
named Chippy, who made 
his guesses by choosing 
among flash cards.” 

Chippy had more hits 
than the acclaimed pun¬ 
dits. 

Gardner also outlines an 
exhaustive list of calami¬ 
ties, predicted and real, 
covering famous docu¬ 
ments such as Paul 
Ehrlich’s 1968 The Popula¬ 
tion Bomb, predicting 
mass global famine for the 
’70s (which never hap¬ 
pened), and Ravi Batra’s 
1987 book The Great De¬ 
pression of 1990, which 
ended up being a very 
brief and mild recession. 

In both cases, the ‘ex¬ 
perts’ defend their publica¬ 
tions with “I was almost 
right” or “it wouldn’t have 
happened if I hadn’t been 
blindsided by an unfore¬ 
seeable event.” 

The most audacious of 


the excuses is the “self 
negating prophecy,” mean¬ 
ing that because of the 
warnings and hoopla, we 
were able to prevent catas¬ 
trophe. Think Y2K. 

One of the experiments 
Gardner discusses is a 
shock test conducted on a 
group of people. 

Half of the group was 
told it would have a series 
of 17 mild shocks, with 
three additional random 
shocks. 

The other half was in¬ 
formed it would be ex¬ 
posed to 20 strong shocks. 

Results showed that the 
group exposed to the fall 
series of strong shocks felt 
far less anxiety as their ex¬ 
pectations were that they

The holiday break probably 
couldn’t have come soon 
enough for the Dalhousie 
Tigers’ goaltenders.

With the sound of tires 
squealing and the aroma 
of freshly cooked rubber 
and brake linings hanging 
in the air, I quickly realize 
that no minivan will ever 
be driven this way. Ever. 

Where is Honda’s logic 
in setting up an impromp¬ 
tu parlcing-lot race track to 
drive the wheels off ... a 
minivan? 

The point, though, is 
that a minivan can actual¬ 
ly drive like a European 
touring sedan and not just 
in a straight line on grid- 


ded city streets. It’s a good 
distinction from stereotyp¬ 
ical minivans, especially 
when stereotypical mini- 
vans aren’t really selling. 

Minivan sales in North 
America peaked a few 
years ago before taking a 
dive. They have remained 
fairly stagnant of late, 
causing some automakers, 
notably General Motors 
and Ford, to abandon the 
category. Of those remain¬ 
ing, however, Toyota and 
Nissan appear to be taking 
radical styling departures 
in what has traditionally 
been a categoiy of bread- 
and-butter toaster-shaped 
vehicles. So is Honda. 


The Odyssey is differen¬ 
tiated by an unusual hitch 
in the bodywork behind 
the sliding side doors. Hon¬ 
da calls it a “lightning bolt” 
effect that’s supposed to in¬ 
crease third-row passenger 
visibility. 

That might be true, but 
from certain angles it’s as if 
the rear third of the 
Odyssey’s body is mis¬ 
aligned with the front two- 
thirds. 

Fortunately the sharp¬ 
looking grille, the neatly ta¬ 
pered rear roof pillar and 
the more pronounced front 
fenders help make the 
Odyssey’s wider (by 3.5 cen¬ 
timetres) stance look plant¬ 


ed and even aggressive. 

The distance between 
the front and rear wheels 
remains unaltered from 
the 2010 model, but over¬ 
all length has been mod¬ 
estly increased and the 
ride height is a bit lower. 

The Odyssey drives flat¬ 
ter and truer than the out¬ 
going version with much 
reduced body roll in the 
turns. 

No matter the Odyssey 
you pick, this minivan is 
bound to deliver the goods 
as well as a nearly unbeat¬ 
able minivan driving expe¬ 
rience that’s definitely 
better than par for the 
(race) course.

If any car had the potential 
to change the public’s per¬ 
ception of the Hyundai 
brand in the modern era, 
it was the last-generation 
Sonata. 

Available from 2006 to 
2010, the Korean automak¬ 
er’s bread-and-butter fami¬ 
ly sedan was packed with 
the engineering, quality 
and styling needed to give 
the big boys from Japan a 
run for their money. 

In the used market¬ 
place, Sonata’s Korean 
roots and relatively short 
history as a family sedan 
contender mean that re¬ 
sale values will be relative¬ 
ly low compared to those 
of Japanese competitors. 

If you’re looking for a 
good deal on a used family 
car, the last-generation 
Sonata may be a great 
place to start — especially 
considering that it seems 



to have fared well where 
reliability is concerned. 

Standard was a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine with 
162 horsepower and five- 
speed manual transmis¬ 
sion. A manual-mode 
automatic was available, 
as was a V6 engine. 

History/Description 

Shoppers in the used mar¬ 
ket will find entiy-level 
Sonata models labeled 
with a GL badge, while GL 
V6, GLS and GLS V6 mod¬ 
els filled out the model 
range. Sonata Sport and 
limited models were avail¬ 
able in later years as well. 

Available features in¬ 
cluded a power glass sun¬ 
roof, 17-inch wheels, 
stability control, automat¬ 
ic climate control, an In¬ 
finity CD-changer audio 
system, remote access and 
power leather seats. 

What Owners Like 

Owners commonly praise 
the vehicle’s styling, 
roominess, massive trunk, 
comfort levels and overall 
refinement. The V6 engine 
is a favourite with per¬ 


formance buffs, who say 
they enjoy the available 
power and acceleration. 
Long-haul comfort is rated 
highly too, as is fuel 
mileage with the four- 
cylinder engine. 

What Owners Hate 

Complaints include interi¬ 
or squeaks and rattles, 


some low-budget interior 
trim pieces, the lack of 
lighting on certain con¬ 
trols at night, and prema¬ 
ture brake wear — though 
the latter is largely subject 
to the individual driving 
style and locale at play. 

Common Issues 

Noteworthy is mixed senti¬ 


ment between two com¬ 
fort-related aspects of the 
Sonata: the seats and the 
ride quality. Some owners 
rave about comfort levels 
related to both, while oth¬ 
ers complain of stiff, un¬ 
comfortable seats and a 
noisy and harsh ride. Take 
a lengthy test drive to en¬ 
sure you feel comfortable 


in the used Sonata you’re 
considering. 

The Verdict 

If you’re able to find a good 
deal on a last-generation 
Sonata that’s well-main¬ 
tained, you’ll likely wind 
up with a reliable, enjoy¬ 
able car. Best of all, you’ll 
save a few bucks, too.
